THEY ARE OPPOSING A DUMMY. 

If prejudice and passion were set aside, and the 
Catholic Church examined in the light of Bible prom- 
ises, her tradition, her history, her actual teachings 
and true practices, her moral code, and sociological 
principles, she would, like the Master, “draw all 
things to Herself.” , 

She is accused of fostering superstition, while 
every catechism that has her approbation denounces 
every form of superstitious practice as a violation of 
the First Commandment. . 

She is accused of placing undue emphasis on good 
works, while no church so insistently proclaims that 
supernatural merit is impossible without the grace ot 
God, which must be credited to the merits of Jesus 
Christ. 

Every Catholic must believe al! that the most ex- 
acting Protestant holds to be necessary for salvation; 
therefore, no reasonable objection can be brought 
against the Catholic Church on the score of insufl- 
cient “faith.” . 

Catholics are exhorted to do more for salvation 


“ than the most exacting Protestant demands; in fact, 


it is generally admitted that Catholics pray more, go 
to church better, 
self-denial than others do. Therefore, no reasonable 
objection can be brought against her on the score of 
“works.” 

England would probably be Catholic today, and 
nearly the whole world with her, had the Catholic 
Church been willing to compromise on a point of 
Christian morality. She has never ceased insisting 
that marriage is a contract of which God Himself is 
the author, and therefore, that its bond is not dis- 


The Catholic Church enforces, as does no other 
institution, respect for all legitimately constituted 
authority. Every child is taught that it must obey 
civil authority under pain of sin. This is why Catho- 
lies constituted such a great percentage of the regular 
army and navy before the late war; and this is why 
they exceeded their quotas in enlistments in nearly 
every state in the Union for the recent conflict. 

"The Catholic Church has always defended the 
right of private property, and therefore has been an 
implacable foe of Bolshevism or Socialism; yet she 
has also insisted that labor must be adequately re- 
munerated. Her works on Sociology, while consider- 
ably progressive, are regarded as the soundest litera- 
ture dealing with that subject. 

Her school-system, built up and maintained at 
such huge sacrifices, is her argument for the right of 
the child to know about its- God, its duties to Him, 
etc.; it is also the Chureh’s most convincing proof of 
Her exalted stand for virtue in private and public 
life, for honesty in business, etc. It shows that the 
Catholic Church has a true conception of the real 
meaning of education—the making of not only lear 
ed citizens, but of good citizens; the training oi the 
heart, the conscience, the will, as well as the mind. 

The Catholic Church is the most tolerant of all, 
while she is often persecuted on the score of her me 
tolerance. Dr. Charles Elliot, of Harvard, recently 
wrote about the tolerance of the Catholics of Massa- 
*husetts, who constitute fully one-half the population 
of the state. The Catholics have no anti-Protestant 
papers; no anti-Protestant going 
country lecturing; she has no anti-Protesta 
zations: she never makes religion an issue in politics; 
does not approve of boycotting even her enemies in 
business. In fact, she is the least guilty of the very 
things of which she is accused. Usually her accusers 
are the guilty ones, and aim at keeping the ga y 
from themselves by yelling “Stop thief.”
